No. F.9-49/2001-U3(A)Pt.l—Whereas, ‘Kalinga Institute of Industrial Technology (KIIT)’, Bhubaneswar, Odisha 
was declared as deemed to be university under Section 3 of the University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 vide this 
Ministry’s Notification No. F.9-49/2001-U.3 dated the 16 th February, 2004 subject to a review after five years. 

2. And whereas, as per the provisions of the Ministry’s Notification dated 16.02.2004, UGC Expert Committee & 
AICTE Expert Committee visited the Institute in the year 2008 to review the functioning of the Kalinga Institute of Industrial 
Technology, Bhubaneswar, Odisha. The Expert Committee of AICTE pointed out that “the number of faculty with Ph.D 
qualifications in KIIT Deemed to be University, Bhubaneswar is less than 50%’’ which needed to be rectified by the Institute 
within a period of three months. 

3. The reports of the Committees were placed before the Commission in its 461 st meeting held on 04.08.2009 in 
which following Resolution was passed: 

“The Commission considered and approved the report of the UGC Expert Committee constituted by the Chairman, 
UGC, AICTE Expert Committee and its advice on the review of the Deemed to be University status conferred on KIIT, 
Bhubaneswar, Orissa and to recommend to the Ministry of Human Resource Development for continuation of Deemed to be 
University status to the KIIT, Bhubaneswar, Orissa subject to review after five years. The Commission further decided that a 
copy of the Report may be sent to Deemed to be University with a direction to comply with deficiencies / suggestions and 
send a compliance Report to the Commission within a period of three months”. 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, hereby accord approval to continuation/extension of Deemed to be University status 
to ‘Kalinga Institute of Industrial Technology (KIIT)’ Bhubaneswar, Odisha for another period of five years i.e. from 
16.02.2009 to 15.02.2014 in terms of this Ministry’s Notification No. F.9-49/2001-U.3 dated the 16th February, 2004. 
Further extension of Deemed to be University status shall be done only after rectification of deficiencies as pointed out by the 
AICTE Expert Committee in the year 2008.

No. F.9-1/2001-U.3—Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act 1956, the Central Government vide Notification No.9-1/2001-U.3 dated 20.02.2004, on the advice 
of the UGC, had declared the Mody Institute of Education & Research (MIER), Lakshmangarh, Rajasthan consisting of 
following two Institutions as Deemed to be University for the purpose of the aforesaid Act with immediate effect subject to a 
review after five years: 

i. Mody College of Engineering & Technology; and 

ii. Mody College of Management Studies. 

2. And whereas, the Central Government vide its Notification dated 18.05.2004, on the request of the Institute and 
also on the advice of UGC changed the name of ‘Mody Institute of Education and Research (MIER)’ Lakshmangarh to 
‘Mody Institute of Technology & Science (MITS)’, Lakshmangarh, Rajasthan subject to condition that all the assets 
including the corpus fund of the two colleges forming the Deemed University namely Mody College of Engineering & 
Technology and Mody College of Management Studies will be transferred to the new Society i.e. Mody Institute of 
Technology & Science Society, Lakshmangarh, Rajasthan. 

3. And further whereas, MITS requested the Ministry for relinquishment of Deemed to be University status while 
the matter relating to Category ‘C’ Institutions including MITS was pending in the Hon’ble Supreme Court in WP(C) No. 142 
of 2006. Therefore, the Institute was asked to seek permission from Hon’ble Court for surrendering its Deemed to be 
University status. 

4. And whereas, MITS moved an Interlocutory Application No.73 of 2013 in CWP No.142 of 2006 praying the 
Hon’ble Supreme Court to allow the surrender of the deemed to be university status and the transfer of the present current 
students pursuing their courses at the deemed to be university ‘Mody Institute of Technology & Science ’ to the ‘Mody 
University of Science and Technology’ [a State Private University established under the Mody University of Science and 
Technology, Lakshmangarh (Sikar) Act, 2013], The Hon’ble Court vide its Order dated 27/11/2013 allowed the application. 

5. And further whereas, State Government of Rajasthan vide Notification No.F.2(34) Vidhi/2/2013 dated 
16 th September, 2013 declared the Institute as State Private University. Thereafter, MITS requested the Ministry to consider 
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withdrawal of Deemed to be University status and to include the name of Mody University of Science and Technology, 
Lakshmangarh, Sikar in the list of State Private University. The request of MITS was considered as per the existing UGC 
(Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2010 as amended from time to time. Clause 22.4 of the Regulations 
says “If an institution deemed to be university wishes to withdraw itself or its constituents from the status of 'institution 
deemed to be university', it may do so with the prior permission of the Central Government. Such withdrawal shall take effect 
only after the last batch of students then enrolled, passes out of the institution deemed to be university”. 

6. And whereas, since MITS had not obtained prior approval of the Central Government before converting itself 
from Deemed to be University to State Private University, certain clarifications were sought from UGC keeping in view the 
interest of admitted students and that of faculty staff/non-faculty staff. Further, UGC forwarded the response of Deemed to be 
University w.r.t. each of the points raised by the Ministry, which is satisfactory. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of UGC, hereby declares that the Notification 9-1/2001-U.3 dated 20.02.2004 and 18.05.2004 
declaring MITS, Lakshmangarh, Rajasthan as Deemed to be University shall be treated as withdrawn with effect from 
passing out of the last batch of admitted students. Further, it would be sole responsibility of the promoter of MITS Institution 
to safeguard the interest of the last batch of students enrolled by them; to preserve the records/materials of already passed out 
students; to receive/acknowledge the official communications/grievances related to MITS Institution and also to secure the 
interest of faculty staff and non-faculty staff who are associated with MITS.
